THE IMPORTANCE OF FAT IN 
OUR DIET 
P A T S »nd oils are very Important 
* In cooking. Without fat we could 
not fry food at all—bread baking 
would be difficult and many other 
difficulties would confront the cook. 
Pastries and 
many gravies 
and 
sauces would be out of the question. 
Many vegetables would taste flat 
and uninteresting if It were not for 
butter. Roasts of meat would be 
sorry dishes If there were no fat to 
flow through the lean meat. 
The cookery of many nations has 
fat of one kind or another as its 
basis. George Rector, the famous 
restaurateur, 
reminded 
me 
that 
butter Is the basis of French cook­ 
ing. You will find, as well, that 
olive oil is the basis of Italian cook­ 
ing, lard is the basis of German 
cooking; in Russia, sour cream does 
the trick, and In England we find 
meat 
drippings 
Included 
in 
the 
characteristic English dishes. 


A littls pat of butter weighing only halt 
an ounce will eupply at much energy 
aa a pound of aeparagua. 


The kinds of fats and oils that 
different nations eat depend to a 
great extent upon climate. In warm 
countries olive and coconut oils are 
the most popular. In temperate cli­ 
mates where meat Is produced we 
1nd that lard and butter are the 
'avorltes, and In arctic countries 
blubber and flsh oils are relished 
Fat is an Inexpensive source of 
onergy because it Is concentrated 
V little pat of butter weighing only 
alf an ounce will supply as much 


energy as a pound of asparagus, for 
example. Because of the high energy 
value, fat makes up only a small 
part of tho bulk of our d iet But, 
when we consider that a small serv­ 
ing of butter Is as rich from a nutri­ 
tive standpoint as a large slice of 
bread or a banana or an average 
serving of breakfast cereal, we can 
see why a little bit of fat goes a 
long way. 
Fat Is frequently hidden in food 
and Is not so noticeable as when 
tho percentage is very high. Butter, 
olive oil, margarines and lard are 
obviously fat, but peanuts, almonds, 
lean ham, corned beef and even 
eggs have tw othlrds or more o? 
their fuel value In fat. 
Ice cream must contain at least 
14 per cent fat according to govern­ 
ment specifications. If a quart Is 
divided into eight equal portions, 
each one contains about ODe-balf 
ounce of fat. Bar chocolate is usual­ 
ly about half fat—that Is, cocoa 
butter. 
So, you see. we all eat fat aven 
though we might think ws were 
avoiding It. Excess fat. in tbe diet. 
Is stored In tbe body. So the easiest 
way to avoid overweight Is to cut 
down on fatty foods. 
But fat Is important. It tends to 
slow up the digestion and in this 
way give a sense of satisfaction. A 
slice of bread and butter will delay 
the feeling of hunger longer than a 
slice of bread and jam. 
As a rule, fats arc easily digested, 
but like almost all classes of food, 
they’re ono-slded. Fats need to be 
aupplemented with milk, fruits and 
vegetables, and cereals. 
Let us remember that fats, and 
foods rich In fats, are concentrated 
foods—that some of them carry 
vitamin A and that they’re valuable 
because they lend flavor and satis 
j faction. Fats have their place in 
every diet.
